the expenses to the patrons are lightened and 
the profits increased. 
We find it so among 
our cheese factories, and no farmer’s wife 
who has becu once rid of cheese-making 
would tie willing to return to the old method. 
It would lie just so with farmers’ wives if the 
farmers in the butter district were once to 
adopt the factory system of making butter.— 
It is such a relief to tho family! 
And as the 
sales are generally made oftener, there Is the 
advantage of always having ready money.— 
The same mode of dividing expenses and the 
proceeds of sales may bo employed in butter 
factories that are employed in cheese facto­ 
ries; or, a company may be formed to buy 
the milk; or, as we have elsewhere suggested, 
only cream might be taken to the factory.— 
As to Hie buttermilk and skimmed milk, that 
may be fed to the hogs or calves. 
If tho 
factory is to be conducted on the pro rata 
s\stem, a good way would bo to purchase 
Calves or hogs with the money of the pa­ 
trons, taking those of tho patrons at a fixed 
rate pfr pound, put them together, and em­ 
ploy a man to lake care of them. 
If any ad­ 
ditional feed is needed, let it be purchased 
with the common fund by an executive com­ 
mittee. 
In the Fall, when the calves urn! 
hogs are disposed of, let tho proceeds be di­ 
vided pro rata. It seems to us that this would 
give satisfaction, and we know it would make 
freer, happier homes to get rid of the care 
and drudgery of the dairy. 
Thii, to us, is a 
vital consideration, and induces us to favor 
any kind of profitable association Hist will 
lift the burdens from the backs of our wo­ 
men.— Utica Herald. 


B m u t o n G r a i n . 


Prof. Brower, of Yale College, says in the 
N. Y. Tribune : “ Corn smut is caused by a 
parasitic fungns long known to the botanists 
by the name of Uetilago Maidis, and it has 
frequently been described and figured In bo­ 
tanical woiks. 
Its development or growth is 
also pretty well understood. 
The 
fungus 
grows from very minute spores, which are re­ 
produced by millions, but exactly as to bow 
these spores react and Infect the growing 
corn, I can find nowhere any defiuite informa­ 
tion, nor have I seen auy data relative to pre­ 
ventives. 
We ore left here to surmises and 
analogies. 
Smut in wheat is produced by a 
similar fungus, similar in its botanical char­ 
acter, in its development, and in its m utts, 
and this wbeat-3mut fungus is much better 
known. 
It is proved that this gains access 
to the plant through the seed. 
The spores 
are sticky and adhere to the sound grain at 
harvest or threshing, and are sown with the 
seed wheat. 
As the new wbeat-plant grows* 
the fungus develops in duo time with it,ripen­ 
ing its spores at harvest 
The spores may be 
killed and the crop saved by soaking the seed 
wheat before sowing in strong brine, or in a 
weak solution of sulphate of copper, com­ 
monly known as blue vitriol or blue stone.— 
[The proportions used are two to five ounces 
of lite crystals per bushel of wheat.] 
It 
would be well to try the same remedies with 
corn. 
I have seen tins recommended, but I 
have no information whatever as to the re­ 
sults. 
Corn-smut is rarely abundant enough 
to seriously affect the crop, and is principally 
dreaded because it is poisonous to cattle. 


S le e t P i o n * B e e t. 
I woald sooner pay double price for steel 
plows than accept as a gift the best set of 
cast iron plows to be found in the United 
States. 
Though ever so hard chilled 
or 
smoothly polished, castiron will foul more or 
less on the mold board in every kind of soil, 
from a sandy or gravelly up to a heavy clay 
loam. 
The dirt thus gathered on the mold 
board adds greatly to its draft and prevents 
good work. 
Another objection to cast Iron 
is, in ordor to get equal strength the weight 
must be considerably greater than with steel, 
and this is a hard drag all day, and requires a 
much stronger team. 
Of this any one may 
quickly convince lymself without resort to a 
dynamometer or any other mechanical means 
of testing the draft. 
He has only to hitch a 
light team to the steel plow, and a stronger 
one to the cast iron and work them side by 
side. 
In this way I have found that a pair of 
14-hand ponies woald do about the same work 
and with as mach ease to themselves as a 
pair of 16-hand horses. 
The same observa­ 
tions about material will also apply to culti­ 
vators. 
In thus candidly advising my brother 
farmers in regard lo the superior merit of 
steel plows, I am speaking directly against 
my own individual Interest, for I have been a 
manufacturer and dealer in cast iron plows 
for upward of 30 years past.—A. B. Allen, 
Neie York. 


A G r e a t Y i e l d o f 1-Kif*- 
I have a flock of twenty-four boas, a cross 
mostly of white Leghorn and the light Brahma. 
They have laid fairly daring the past winter, 
bat in three days of the last week of February, 
they 
laid respectively fifteen, twenty, and 
twenty-one eggs. 
Can any one tell me of 
so large a yield of eggs in a si agio day from 
twenty-four hens? 
I like this cross thus fir. 
The produce is hardy, of good size, and fuller 
iu the breast than the pare Brahmas, and al­ 
most as broad in the back and in the rump. 
Tho legs are ucarly free from feathers, which 
is a great improvement to my eye, and they 
are not such inveterate setters as I Aud the 
Brahmas. 
In fact some do not want to set st 
all, aud others that do can be broken up in 
three or four days, instead of as many weeks, 
as ii has often taken me to accomplish with 
pure Brahmas, and I have tried every method 
(or this purpose I ever heard of. 
This cross­ 
breed of hens has proved superior to my 
[loudens in laying the past winter.—Corret- 
jtQndence Country Gentleman. 


P l u m C o r n L a i r . 
« 


In my own experience I have found late 
planting of corn most judicious, though at 
times I, too, hare missed a figure, and nearly 
a crop, by deferring It too long. 
My reasons 
for preferring reasonably late planting are 
that the germination of the seed is more like­ 
ly to be a continuous process instead of one 
of interruptions. 
Corn that receives a check 
in its early growth may recover from it, but 
the chances are against it, and the result is 
either a dead failure of the stalk, or spindling 
ears. 
It is in the main safer to defer plant­ 
ing until the weather Is fhirly settled and tho 
earth bas become partially warmed by the 
sun. 
Then pat in your seed and surround it 
with all tho conditions necessary to a vigor­ 
ous start, for after all there is nothing so well 
calculated to insure a good crop as an ener­ 
getic start—Zen, Philadelphia. 


The varnish applied by the Chinese to tea 
chests is made of freshly-drawn blood, a little 
alum, and four parts of powdered slaked lime. 
One, two or three coats of this mixture, ap­ 
plied while viscid, make the packages im­ 
pervious to moisture, renderiug tio-foll un­ 
necessary. 
It ii useful in tho printing office, 
us it keeps well. 


A poor farmer asked how I kept my ploughs 
so bright. I told him whenever I got through 
using them in the fall I cleaned and gave 
them a good coating of grease. 
Ile said the 
practice " didu’t pay.” Perverse person, does 
he not know that the oil and labor cost less 
than the waste of metal by rust, and does he 
not remember that my spring ploughing is 
half done before his ploughs are in working 
order? 
His hens roost in trees during the storms

the expenses to the patrons are lightened and 
the profits increased. 
We find it so among 
our cheese factories, and no farmer’s wife 
who has becu once rid of cheese-making 
would he willing to return to the old method. 
It would he just so with farmers’ wives if the 
farmers in the butter district were once to 
adopt the factory system of making butter.— 
It is such a relief to the family! 
And as the 
sales are generally made oftener, there Í3 the 
advantage of always having ready money.— 
The same mode oí dividing expenses and tbo 
proceeds of sales may bo employed in butter 
factories that are employed In cheese facto­ 
ries; or, a company may be formed to buy 
the milk; or, as we have elsewhere suggested, 
only cream might be taken to the factory.— 
As to the buttermilk and skimmed milk, that 
piay be fed to the hogs or calves. 
If the 
factory is to be conducted on the pro rata 
system, a good way would be to purchase 
calves or hogs with the money of the pa­ 
trons, taking those of the patrons at a fixed 
rate per pound, put ihem together, and em­ 
ploy a man to take care of them. 
If any ad­ 
ditional feed is needed, let it be purchased 
with the common fund by an executive com­ 
mittee. 
In the Fall, when the calves and 
hogs are disposed of, let the proceeds be di­ 
vided pro rata. It seems to us that this would 
give satisfaction, aud we know it would make 
freer, happier homes to get rid of the care 
and drudgery of the dairy. 
This, to us, is a 
vital consideration, and induces us to favor 
any kind of profitable association that will 
lift the burdens from the backs of our wo­ 
men.— Utica Herald.

Q E N E R A L 


Prof. Brower, of Yale College, says in the 
N. Y. Tribune : “ Com imut is caused by a 
parasitic fungus long known to the botanists 
by the name of Ustílago Maidis, and It has 
frequently been described and figured In bo­ 
tanical works. 
Its development or growth is 
also pretty well understood. 
The fungus 
grows from very miuute spore9, which are re­ 
produced by millions, but exactly as to how 
these spores react and infect the growing 
corn, I can find nowhere any definite informa­ 
tion, nor have I seen any data relative to pre­ 
ventives. 
We ore left here to surmises and 
analogies. 
Smut in wheat is produced by a 
similar fungus, similar in its botanical char­ 
acter, in its development, and in its results, 
and this wbeat-smut fungus is much better 
known. 
It is proved that this gains access 
to the plant through the seed. 
The spores 
are sticky and adhere to the sound grain at 
harvest or threshing, and are sown with the 
seed wheat. 
As the new wheat-plant growst 
the fungus develops in duo time with it,ripen­ 
ing its spores at harvest. 
The spores may be 
killed and the crop saved by soaking the seed 
wheat before sowing in strong brine, or in a 
weak solution of sulphate of copper, com­ 
monly known as blue vitriol or blue stone.— 
[The proportions used are two to five ounces 
of the crystals per bushal of wheat.] 
It 
would be well to try the same remedies with 
corn. 
I have seen this recommended, but I 
Iiavo no information whatever as to the re 
suits. 
Corn-smut is rarely abundant enough 
to seriously aflecc the crop, and i3 principally 
dreaded because it is poisonous to cattle. 


Steel P lo w s B est. 
I would sooner pay double price for steej 
plows than accept as a gift the best set of 
cast iron plows to bo fouod in the United 
States. 
Though ever so hard chilled 
or 
smoothly polished, cast iron will foul more or 
less on the mold board in every kind of soil, 
from a sandy or gravelly up to a heavy clay 
loam. 
The dirt thus gathered on the mold 
board adds greatly to its draft and prevents 
good work. 
Another objection to cast iron 
is, iu order to get equal strength the weight 
must be considerably greater than with steel, 
and this is a hard drag all day, and requires a 
much stronger team. 
Of this any one may 
quickly convince i^raseU without resort to 
dynamometer or any other mechanical means 
of testing the draft. 
He has only to hitch 
light team to the steel plow, and a strouger 
one to the cast iron and work them side by 
side. 
In this way I have found that a pair of 
14-hand ponies would do about the same work 
and witli as much ease to themselves as 
pair or 16-baud horses. 
The same observa­ 
tions about material will also apply to culti­ 
vators. 
In thus candidly advising my brother 
farmers in regard to the superior merit of 
steel plows, I am speaking directly against 
ray own individual interest, for I have been 
manufacturer and dealer in cast iron plows 
for upward of 30 years past.—A. B. Allen, 
New York.

A G reat Y ie ld o f E gge. 
I have a flock of twenty-four hens, a cross 
mostly of white Leghorn aud the light Brahma 
They have laid fairly during the past tvinter, 
but in three days of the last week of February, 
they 
laid respectively fifteen, twenty, and 
twenty-one egg3. 
Can any one tell me of 
so large a yield of eggs in a single day from 
twenty-four hens? 
I liko this cross thus far. 
The produce is hardy, of good size, and fuller 
iu the breast than the pure Brahmas, and al­ 
most as broad in the back and in the rump. 
Tbo legs are nearly free from feathers, which 
is a great improvement to ray eye, and they 
arc not such inveterate setters as I fiud the 
Brahmas. 
In fact some do not want to set at 
all, and others that do can be broken up in 
three or four days, instead of as many weeks, 
as it has oílen taken me to accomplish with 
pure Brahmas, and I have trisd every method 
for this purpose I ever heard of. 
This cross­ 
breed of hens has proved superior to my 
Houdam in laying the past winter.—Corres­ 
pondence Country Gentleman. 


P la n t C orn Gate. 
. 
In my own experience I have found late 
planting of corn most judicious, though at 
times I, too, have missed a figure, and nearly 
a crop, by deferring it too long. 
My reasons 
for preferring reasonably late planting are 
that the germination of the seed is more like­ 
ly to be a continuous process instead of one. 
of interruptions. 
Corn that receives a check 
in its early growth may recover from it, but 
the chances are against it, and the result is 
cither a dead failure of the stalk, or spindling 
ears. 
It is in the main safer to defer plant­ 
ing until the weather Is fhirly settled and the 
earth has become partially warmed by the 
sun. 
Then put in your seed and surround it 
with all tho conditions necessary to a vigor­ 
ous start, for after all there is nothing so well 
calculated to insure a good crop as an ener­ 
getic start.—Zea, Philadelphia.

T h e S e n a te A g re e s. 
As we predicted and as wa! very generally 
expected throughout the couutry, tho temper 
of the Senate favors the consummation of the 
inflation scheme. 
The vote of Thursday, al­ 
though not upon the House bill, is decisive of 
the character of the reception which awaits 
that measure when it comes before them. 
Both houses have now declared that $400,000,- 
000 is the lawful sum-total of the legal tender 
issue; the arbitrary issuo of the $44,000,000 
reserve, or a part of it, by tho Secretary of 
the Treasury lias nisi been justified by Con­ 
gress, and the doctrine established that the 
Executive Department may flood the country 
at pleasure with notes already called in aud 
cancelled. 
Wbeu the Quai action which logi­ 
cally results from this preliminary vote shall 
have been taken, $1H,000.000 more of Irre­ 
deemable uotes will be injected iuto the veins 
aud arteries of trade. 
In view of this fact 
so near at hand, it will do no harm for us to 
refresh our memories us to the undeniable na­ 
ture of the currency we shall be called upon 
to accept an increase of. 
Remember that a 
greenback is a promise to pay without any 
provision expressed or made for its redemp­ 
tion. 
Its value is just the value of (he popu­ 
lar coati Jeace iu the veracity of the govern­ 
ment—no more. 
A greenback is really worth 
less than the unendorsed note of an individu­ 
al, for the reason that be can beaued iu the 
courts for payment and Uncle £am cannot. 
A sa war measure iu tiuauce, as wa have 
heretofore said, the issue of a vast amount of 
legal tenders ueoded no further justification 
than the situation which gave it birth; it is 
our persistent clinging to an idea suitable on­ 
ly for un emergency that has almost wrought 
our financial ruin. 
One thing more should, 
however, be said; a judicious scheme of re­ 
demption might ofl»et to a degree the evils 
of inflation. 
But we hardly look to see one 
adopted. 


‘•Au I le T e e d T® .” 
There are but few words of all the myriads 
that pass our lips sadder than “ It might have 
been.” By reason of some subtle law of our 
complex nature, almost all r e tr o a c ts arc 
overhang with the cool, gray tints of a regret 
which is bait self-condemnation. 
No oho re­ 
curs lo tho thought of a vanished summer, 
standing al the time amid the rustling, crack­ 
ling leaves, which are the faded memorials of 
its perished glory, without an undefined hut 
no less real sense of ill-desert mingling with 
tho certainty of loss. 
In respect to broken 
friendship! and persona! intimacies sundered 


by tho manifold tnngental forces that drive 
men apart, the idea that much of it might 
have been prevented is always an insinuating 
phase in the process of memory.

As I predicted, the breeze over railway mat­ 
ters sprung up briskly on Friday.last, but it 
was only a squall, to be followed—as it was— 
yesterday by a regular nor’ wester. 
Mayor Eastman is a man of a vast deal of 
energy und push, and is as full of practical 
ideas as a dozen ordinary men, but he gene­ 
rally requires somebody to carry oui, dot out, 
put in form and shape his notions, which come 
to him crude. 
Ile introduced his Rapid 
Transit scheme 
some

since,

Mr. Eastm an thought he would oiler some 
amendments, and in doing so eliminated so 
many from his old one and placed in so many 
new ones that the Railroad Committee call it a

Hence, Mr. Eastman saw

the committee asked unanimous consent that 
the resolution go in, and after severe semi- 
personal debate, the redoutable Mayor’s back­ 
bone took a “carve” and be withdrew the res­ 
olution.

At all 
events 
his 
warm 
friend­ 
ship for Weed and others seems to have been 
sufficient to secure the

he took. 
It is said bis bill will be reported this week.

Is it true that 
the Railroad Committee was made up at Van­ 
derbilt's suggestion? 
lf not, why do such 
names as Stover, Stephens, Mackiu, Dennis- 
ton, Morey and Weed appear on it? 
But 
enough of this at present; tho door to the 
Railway Committee room ought to open, the 
drawer—now full of bills—be unlocked, and 
bills should and must corno out. 
Tiicre are 
rumors of coming trouble on pro rata and 
and other bills, and unless Depew A Co. watch 
things closely “ the boys" will put a bee in his 
bonnet, as they did when Alberger’s Canada 
Sc Grand Trunk bill went through some time 
since. 
The Supply Bill came in the ‘House for the 
second time on Tuesday, and was made a 
special order tor Wednesday, and the same 
has been discussed ever since with slight in­ 
termissions, when general business comes to 
the front. 
The Supply Bill looks like a pretty 
fair one, and thus far has not been seriously 
disturbed in its items. 
There is an item of 
$1,500,000 for the new Capitol, which shall 
be paid out by suck person o r Commissioners 
as may be designated. 
The investigation in 
that matter is still going on, and It is hard to 
tell what the Senate Committee will find as 
matters of fact, or what it will recommend. 
Hence the peculiar language in the Supply 
Bill. 
I find also that Mr. Snyder has secured 
an item in the bill tor the relief of Mr. Ilom- 
mell, who was injured at Sing Sing. 
Mr. 
Winfield asserts that Snyder is preparing a 
speech on the “Dangers of the Hoar, or the 
Corruption in the Psst, in Legislative ILilU.” 
Winfield will speak at au early day upon Hie 
gteat question of the hour, “ Who will elect 
the next Governor,” or the “Incorruptibility 
of the Body Politic—in Ulster."

The Senate Committee has reported adverse­ 
ly the bill to exempt bonds and mortgages, 
but a motion was made to disagree, which was 
defeated, and then a motion was made to dis­ 
agree and that the motion lie on the table. 
Carry the news to Mr. Brown. 
Very little talk yet on that compulsory edu­ 
cation bill, but will have next week, as we 
also shalt have ou '.bat bill to abolish the 
Su|>erintcudent of Public Instruction. 
The question to-night is, shall the office of 
Superintendent of Repairs on the Canals be 
abolished and additional powers given the 
Canal Commissioners ? 
It is leading to a deep 
and shaip debate. 
Messrs. Sloan, Alvord and 
Beebe are hammering away at it, and it seems 
as if Davis (Dem.) was the only Democrat who 
favors the bill. 
This canal business is very 
corrupt, and, strange to say, but few men in 
the state understand it at ail. 
A few men run 
and have run the whole machine for years. 
The lamented Senator Hardenbergh pushed a 
like bill—to tho one under discussion—through 
Iroth houses, but the Governor vetoed it. 
Mr. 
Beebe thought the bill, if passed as a Republi­ 
can party measure, ought not lo go into eflect 
mil ii the people can elect such men as they 
shall desire to take control of Hic vast com­ 
mercial interests involved. 
Mr. Beebe stood 
to-night like a wall of fire between tho people 
aud Aiberger A Co., who seem to desire to 
rusk it through. 
Beetle was successful, pro­ 
gress being reported. 
I must give up the problem o f'adjournment; 
at this bour it looks some way in the future, 
but I reckon “ the boys" would as soon lay 
around for a while longer for a bone or two, 
few having turned ap as yet.

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. LINCOLN in the chair, ou the An­ 
nual Supply Bill. 
Mr. W. MILLER moved to strike out Hie ap­ 
propriation of $300,000 for the completion of 
the State Reformatory at Elmira. 
Ho ques­ 
tioned whether the people or tho state were 
willing to vote these immense amounts for 
public buildings. 
Those buildings now under 
way Lave already cost over seven and a half 
millions, as lie showed by tho figures pre­ 
sented by the Governor, who has pointedly 
condemned the 
whole 
system, 
lf these 
works 
arc 
completed 
according to tho 
plans they will cost lh* State about $23,000,- 
OOO. 
Th<* new Capitol, as the Governor re­ 
commends, should lie pushed a* rapidly as 
possible so that It can be enclosed, but these 
other buildings should be stopped until some 
other plan can bo devised for their construc­ 
tion. 
The work is now entrusted to local 
commissioners who have adopted a arest 
wasteful scale of expenditure, and bavo un­ 
dertaken much needless ami foolish work. 
The State pri*on at Sing Sing tor iiutanee has 
no suitable wail about it, bdt ut this Elmira 
Reformatory, though the building i* not .let in 
existence, they ii ave built a wail to enclose i t 
which would keep out tho entire National 
Guard of the State, even though it were 
commanded by the gallant soldier from tins 
metropolis (Mr. Silencer.) 
Ile argued at considerable lough to show 
that the system of scattering these public 
buildings throughout the state arni entrusting 
their construction to Bocal and irresponsible 
commiMion* was all wrong. This work should 
be done under tho control of stato officers. 
Let us, lie said, lake the advice of tho Gov­ 
ernor iii tills respect. 
Let us drop all these 
buildings, except Hie new Capitol. That great 
work we must uow complete in the shortest 
po slide tim*, and though lie thought it would 
be lieder if that were taken out of Hic hands ut 
a commission, it would yet be unwise lo now 
make a change iii the plan of the construc­ 
tion. 
We should, however, iii justice to tax­ 
payers, drop everything not of pressing ne­ 
cessity nutil the new Capitol is finished. 
Mr. BATCHELLER defended Hie action of 
the committee in inserting these appropria­ 
tions. 
Ho said Hie committee bad regarded 
only tho needs of the state with reference to 
the criminals and insane. 
It was necessary to 
find room for them, and in providing that room 
they had no regard to considerations or locali­ 
ty. 
It is well known that all the prisons are 
overcrowded and immediate provision tor Hid 
overplus is urgently needed. 
At this lime 
there are over seven hundred state priion con­ 
victs for whom there is literally no room. 
There arc also about five hundred insane for 
whom there is no room, and ut Utica they 
have to sleep apou the floor and iii cots be­ 
cause there are no accommodation* for them. 
We should cut off where we can afford to cut 
off; but we must take care of our criminal* 
and those who are unable to take care of 
themselves. 
The committee believe that the 
needs of Hie state require these appropriation*. 
We could cut off the supplie* to able-liodieJ 
men, but we cannot stint our aid to the befi­ 
le**. 
He contended that the building* had 
been constructed with economy, aud the extra 
sums are for outbuilding*, etc. 


He admitted that the original pl ins of the 
Elmira Reformatory were extravagant, but 
they have been changed so that Ilia cost of 
construction will be greatly reduced. The ex- 
penditure.of the money has beeu placed iii 
the hanoi of gentlemen iu whom the Gover­ 
nor has conli lence, aud he did not think the 
accommodations so urgently required could be 
fuiBistred tor ie** moss y. 
The ornamental 
work which had beeu so much objected lo has 
been dispensed with, und the plans hare been 
actually reduced to the minimum of cost. The 
committee, however, were not satisfied with 
the assurauco that such was lbs case, aud 
they have provided that the change of plan* 
shall be approved aud certified to by tho 
Governor and Comptroller before the money 
is paid, aud these officer* must require the 
production of vouchers laud other paper!. 
They have full control ef th£ matter. 
Th 
committee found theru*c!res face to face with 
tire necessities of the day, and they Lave dc- 
.eided that, taking everything into considera­ 
tion, we must go on and complete these struc­ 
tures. 
There are necessities of tho case for 
which this Legislature is not responsible. 
There has been extravagance in the construc­ 
tion of these buildings, but such measure* 
hare tieen taken as he thought would effectu­ 
ally prevent any more wasteful expenditure. 
Iii tho House Mr. BATCHELLER moved 
that a special session bo held from three 
o'clock until live o'clock. 
If this was done he 
said the Supply Bill could be ordered to a third 
reading to-day. 
Tins he thought would be a 
fair compromise with those who desired to ad­ 
journ until Monday, as he would roto with 
them to adjourn from five o'clock until Mon 
day night. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCE ii spoke against the mo­ 
tion. 
He moved to amend so that when the 
House adjourns it be until Monday evening. 
Tile ayes and noes were called tor on Mr. 
Spencer’s amendment, and it was carried—63 
to 51. 
The question being on the motion of Mr. 
BATCHELLER, as amended, that gentleman 
arose aud charged that this attempted post­ 
ponement was in the direct interest of dishon­ 
esty. 
Ile knew something of the combina­ 
tions which are being formed, aud he knew 
a postponement would be dangerous, 
lie 
conjured the Republican members of the 
House not to place themselves in tho hands of 
this combination. 
The Republican majority 
would be responsible for this postponement, 
and he thought it was a responsibility which 
it could iii afford to cam '. 
Mr. Beebe could not soc things in the 
light as just represented. 
There was no dan­ 
ger iii letting tho Supply Bill go over until 
uext week. 
If the bill was nu its final pas- 
sage it would be another matter. 
It was not 
a bill that should be burned through. 
No 
harm could come to the stato if we did not 
hold an afternoon session. 
He hail contract­ 
ed engagements wide i compelled him to leave 
on an early train. 
The New York Times had 
declared that it should criticise closely tho re­ 
cords of members of Hie Legislature. 
For 
one (and he thought more of that sheet than 
did many Republicans on the floor of this 
Uouse). that paper was welcome lo his re­ 
cord, and if it denounced bimbo would not at­ 
tempt to drag the editors fortli from tho priv- 
a«y of their sanctums. 
Ile voted to adjourn 
till Monday evening. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER, iii Hie course of Ids re­ 
marks, asked Mr. Batcheller if he suspected him 
(Spencer) of being interested in any corrupt 
claims which he was seeking to get into th** 
Supply Bill? 


Mr. BATCHELLER responded that there 
was a powerful lobby hero for tho purpose of 
getting claims iii that bill, but he did not 
charge Mr. Spencer with any unworthy mo­ 
tives with respect to any of them.

If George Alfred Townsend would please be 
ndvised not to write that life of Sumner, as 
lie threatens to do, we think he would oblige 
his friends who know him as a good corres­ 
pondent and a passably poor biographer. 
W’hat if Bismarck should die as au end of 
his present illness, would King William feel 
relieved of an overshadowing personality, and 
would the Jesuits in Germany thank Provi­ 
dence for a gracious calamity? Who can 
tell? 
Even Dawes’ dispatch stating that he is un­ 
der no pledge, expressed or implied, to m<fr- 
tal man, is discredited in Boston; - they say 
Butler dictated it. The Hoar partisans avow 
their determination “ to stick until the crack 
of doom.” Doom will crack oil a final 
ballot. 
The remains of the late Dr, Livingstone 
have been fully identified and emlarked by 
steamer for England. We are sorry to lose so 
grand a character and so indefatigable an ex­ 
plorer as the Doctor, still it is a comfort to 
know that he is indeed dead and not [linger- 
ing like a partially disembodied ghost, on the 
border-land of time. 
London has had a big pageant—the Queen 
and the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh show­ 
ing themselves freely to the crowds. What is 
the use of having pretty and expensive things 
uule33 one can wear them sometimes—and 
why have a royal family which costs a nation 
muckle pennies unless a * worshipping people 
can have them out for au atring once in 
awhile, with the dragoons and horses and all 
that ? But one thing is sure, “ Britons never 
will be slaves.” 
Tli* feeliug of the South toward Senator 
Sumner is probably expressed accurately by 
this extract from the New Orleans Picayune: 
“Let the grave cover all that was inimical to 
Southern ideas and sentiments in the deceased 
Senator, and let us only remember that he 
would have put away from tho federal archives 
all show and sign of the triumph of couutry- 
men over countrymen.” We should be sorry 
to have the Picayune feel bad, but the things 
in Mr. Sumner's character “inimical to South­ 
ern ideas and seutimcnts” are tho principal 
foundation stones underlying his reputation. 
As for the rest, for which our contemporary 
praises him, it is in harmony with all he ever 
did or said toward the South, and we are 
pleased to" see it find favor there. 
No great reform in morals or in politics 
can be ejected without at least the semblance 
of temporary tyranny. The law had to bo 
disregarded and the constitution stretched in 
order to the abolition of slavery, and some­ 
thing akiu to that must accompany the 
eradication of the rum power. And inns- 
much as all literal law should be aud is inter­ 
pretable in tho direction of honor, virtue and 
righteousness, there ought to be no great diffi­ 
culty in so reading it in this case. What we 
want done is the crushiug out of distilleries 
everywhere- by the strong arm of national 
legislation. If there is no liquor nobody cau 
drink it—the manufacturer of the article under 
protection of law is the fountaiu-hcad of all 
the trouble wo have in respect of social and 
individual intoxication. If alcohol be abso­ 
lutely needed for scientific and medicinal pur­ 
poses, let it be made only by responsible per­ 
sons and only in such quantities as may be 
needed; all under the control and vigilant 
supervision of the government. 


by tho manifold tangental forces that drive 
men apart, the Idea that much of it might 
have been prevented is always an insinuating 
phase in the process of memory. It is a con­ 
clusion pretty generally agreed to by poets 
and rhapsodi3ts tot only, but also by tho so­ 
ber side of human nature not given to flights 
of eloquence or the soft jingle of the golden 
bells of rhyme, that friendships once formed 
are not to be thrown off for light and transient 
causes.

Un- 
kindess can go no further than to say tho 
wine is sour and the wheat is rusted; for, un­ 
less wc are without natural authority to make 
a New England gue3s, Mr. Beecher, the best 
loved man in America, will preach better for 
the remainder of his life than “As he used to.” 


Fitz Joiiu I'orter. 
Fitz John Porter has rested with what pa­ 
tience he might under the condemnation of a 
court-martial for several years. It will be re­ 
collected that charges were eutered against 
him by General Pope, for misconduct Burin 
the war on several occasion at and previous 
to the battle of Bull Run. Porter was found 
guilty upon some of these by the evidence 
offered at the time, which it seems lie was un 
able to rebut. 
Since then now testimony, 
not accessible before, has arisen which it is 
alleged will, if presented, put quite another 
phase upon the question of General Porter's 
innocence or guilt; which indeed wdl entirely 
exculpate him from the charges formerly 
made. For some time past he has attempted 
to procure a new trial for the proper intro 
duction of this evidence. Delays have inter­ 
vened and no hearing has yet bean had. The 
other day, however, the Pennsylvania Legis 
lature honored itself by passing, by a large 
majority, a preamble and resolution sununar 
iziug these facts and requesting the President 
to order another court-martial before which 
General Porter may appear to plead bis case 
in the light of the fresh developments spoken 
One member only of the Pennsylvania House 
spoke against the resolution on the ridiculous 
ground that he “ knew of certain testimony 
of a very damaging character to Fitz John 
Porter.” If so let that honorable member 
produce it at the court, for which he should 
have voted for that identical purpose. 
Wo 
cannot doubt that President Grant’s sense of 
fair play and his soldierly instincts will lead 
him to do the right thing In this .case. 


T h e S en ate A grees. 
As we predicted and a3 was very generally 
expected throughout the country, tho temper 
of the Senate favors the consummation of the 
inflation scheme. The vote of Thursday, al 
though not upon the House bill, is decisive of 
the character of the reception which awaits 
that measure when it comes before them 
Both houses have now declared that $400,000, 
000 is the lawful sum-total of the legal tender 
issue; the arbitrary issue of the $44,000,000 
reserve, or a part of it, by the Secretary of 
the Treasury has also been justified by Con 
gress, and the doctrine established that the 
Executive Department may flood the country 
at pleasure with notes already called in aud 
cancelled. Wheu the final action which lo.^ 
cally results from this preliminary vote shall 
have been taken, $18,000.000 more of irre 
deemable uotes will be injected iuto the veins 
and arteries or trade. Iu view of lhi3 fact 
so near at hand, it will do no harm for us to 
refresh our memories as to the undeniable na 
ture of the currency we shall be called upon 
to accept au iucrease of. 
Remember that 
greeuback is a promise to pay without any 
provision expressed or made for its redemp 
tion. Its value is just the value of the popu 
lar confidence iu the veracity of the govern 
rnent—no more. A greenback is really worth 
less than the unendorsed note or an individu 
al, for the reason that he can be.sued in the 
courts for payment and Uncle Sam cannot 
A sa war measure in finance, as wo Lav 
heretofore said, the issue of a va3t amount of 
legal tenders needed no further justification 
than the situition which gave it birth; it is 
our persistent clinging to an idea suitable on 
ly for an emergency that has almost wrought 
our financial ruin. One thing more should 
however, be said; a judicious scheme of re­ 
demption might offset to a degree the evils 
of inflation. But we hardly look to see one 
adopted.

A lb an y , March 26, 1874. 
E d ito r F re e m a n :—The chilly blasts of 
March on Tuesday last, and previously there 
to, proved too much for a great many here, 
who were forced to go to bed, or into a fit of 
sneezing. Among the former I was counted 
and as I nervously tossed about on a four 
dollar bedstead, and meditated upon the in 
creasing chances which my indisposition gav 
legislators to study the finer legislative arts 
I could but compare in my mind’s eye the 
difference between virtue in public servants 
and the want or integrity in officials. Lon 
did I study man as first made, and man as bo 
is. I was led almost involuntarily to compare 
Adam before he cat that apple with the Rail 
road Committee, and I was very favorably im 
pressed with Adam. In fact taking the said 
committee as a whole, and I’m not so sure 
tbat Adam was company for them after be 
reached the core of the aforesaid fruit. 
As I predicted, the breeze over railway mat 
tore sprung up briskly on Friday.last, but it 
was only a squall, to be followed—as it was— 
yesterday by u regular nor’ wester. 
Mayor Eastman is a man of a vast deal of 
energy and push, and is as full of practical 
ideas as a dozen ordinary men, but be gene 
rally requires somebody to carry out, dot out 
put iu form and sbape his notions, which come 
to him crude. 
He introduced his Rapid 
Transit scheme some six weeks since, 
but 
Vanderbuilt’s 
crowd 
jumped 
on it with 
so many schemes that 
Mr. Eastman thought he would ofler some 
amendments, and in doing so eliminated so 
many from his old one and placed in so many 
new ones that the Railroad Committee call it 
“ substitute.” Of course the “ substitute 
came in several weeks after the original bill 
but some time before Vanderbilt’s scheme as 
reported la3t week. Hence, Mr. Eastman saw 
a nigger in the fence, especially as it was ru 
mored that $12,000 had been flung around 
somewhat loosely. At all events enough had 
come to the front to convince Mr. Eastman 
that his duty required him to call upon the 
said committee to answer, and he did so by 
rising to a question of privilege, ending his 
speech by saying that he would in the regular 
order of business offer a resolution discharg­ 
ing the said committee from the further con­ 


sideration of bis bill, and thereby getting it 
before the House. That order of business— 
resolutions—the railway men of the House 
did not allow tobe reached; Mr. Leake of 
New York moving to adjourn until Monday at 
7i P. M., which prevailed. 
During the Interim, I talked with quite a 
number of members, who seemed “hot” for 
Eastman, but strange to say when talked to 
on Wednesday morning were not disposed to 
favor the resolution. At all events, the rail­ 
way men were so confident that Mr. Weed of 
the committee asked unanimous conseut tbat 
the resolution go in, and after severe semi­ 
personal debate, the redoutable Mayor’s back­ 
bone took a “curve” and be withdrew the res­ 
olution. That he made a mistake is quite 
generally conceded, 
but 
others think 
not. 
At all events his warm friend­ 
ship for Weed and others seems to have been 
sufficient to secure the action he took. 
It is said bis bill will be reported this week. 
The great laugli comes in when such men as 
•Old Salt” and Lincoln get up to indulge in 
‘fits” of virtuous inuignation. Is it true that 
the Railroad Committee was made up at Van­ 
derbilt’s suggestion? If not, why do such 
names as Stover, Stephens, Mackiu, Dennis- 
ton, Morey and Weed appear on it? But 
enough of this at present; the door to the 
Railway Committee room ought to opeD, the 
drawer—now full of bills—be unlocked, and 
bills should and must como out. There are 
rumors of coming trouble on pro rata and 
and other bills, and unless Depew & Co. watch 
things closely “the boys” will put a bee in his 
bonnet, as they did when Alberger’s Canada 
<fc Grand Trunk bill went through some time 
since. 
The Supply Bill came in the [House for the 
second time on Tuesday, and wa3 made a 
special order tor Wednesday, and the same 
has been discussed ever since with slight in­ 
termissions, when general business comes to 
the front. The Supply Bill looks like a pretty 
fair one, and thus far has not been seriously 
disturbed in its items. There is an item of 
$1,500,000 tor the new Capitol, which shall 
be paid out by such person or Commissioners 
as may be designated. The investigation in 
tbat matter is still going on, and it is hard to 
tell what the Senate Committee will find as 
matters of fact, or what it will recommend. 
Hence the peculiar language in the Supply 
Bill. I find also that Mr. Snyder has secured 
ail item in the bill tor the relief of Mr. Hom- 
mell, who was injured at Sing Sing. Mr. 
Winfield asserts that Snyder is preparing a 
speech on the “Dangers of the Hour, or the 
Corruption in the Past, in Legislative Halls.” 
Winfield will speak at an early day upon the 
great question of the hour, “ Who will elect 
tho next Governor,” or the “Incorruptibility 
of the Body Politic—in Ulster.” 
, 
Senator Connelly is meditating as to what 
subject he will attack, and in the meantime 
pushes his Kingston Bank Bill through and 
gets a favorable report on tho Iiosendale 
Savings Bank Bill. 
The Senate Committee has reported adverse­ 
ly the bill to exempt bonds and mortgages, 
but a motion was made to disagree, which wa3 
defeated, and then a motion was made to dis­ 
agree and that tho motion lie on the table. 
Carry the news to Mr. Brown. 
Very little talk yet on that compulsory edu­ 
cation bill, but will have next week, as we 
also shall have on ‘.hat bill to abolish the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
The question to-night is, shall the office of 
Superintendent of Repairs on the Canals be 
abolished and additional powers given the 
Canal Commissioners? It is leading to a deep 
and shaip debate. Messrs. Sloan, Alvord and 
Beebe are hammering away at it, and it seems 
as iT Davis (Dem.) was the only Democrat who 
favor3 the bill. This canal business is very 
corrupt, and, strange to say, but few men in 
the state understand it at all. A few men run 
and bave run the whole machine for years. 
The lamented Senator Hardenbergh pushed a 
like bill—to tho one under discussion—through 
both houses, but the Governor vetoed it. Mr. 
Beebe thought the bill, if passed as a Republi­ 
can party measure, ought not to go into eflect 
until the people can <?lect such men as they 
shall desire to lake control of the vast com­ 
mercial interests involved. Mr. Beebe stood 
to-night like a wall of fire between the people 
aud Alborger & Co., who seem to desire to 
rush it through.

TIIE FKNIAN PRISONERS. 
L ondon, March 27.—In the House of Com­ 
mons to-day Auderson asked how many Fen­ 
ian convicts were still undergoing sentence 
where they were imprisoned and whether the 
government was or was not of the opinion 
that the time had came for their release. 
Cross, the Home Minister, replied that the 
total number of these prisoners was sixteen. 
Two were now undergoing sentence for the 
Manchester murder but none for the Clerken 
well outrage. Two others were under sen­ 
tence of imprisonment for fifteen years, one 
for seven years and eleven who had been sol­ 
diers were sentenced for life, having been cou 
victod of supplyiug arms to and otherwise as­ 
sisting insurgents. They were distributed as 
follows: Three were in England, eight in one 
part of Australia and two in another and three 
in Ireland.

The Senate then went iuto Executive Ses­ 
sion. 
ASSEMBLY. 
The bill providing for the appointment of 
additional Notaries Public was reported from 
the Jadiciary Conunitlee, amended,and read a 
third time and passed. 
THE SUPPLY BILL. 
Tbe House then went into Commiitoe of the 
Whole, Mr. LINCOLN iu the chair, ou the An­ 
nual Supply Bill. 
Mr. W. MILLER moved to strike out llie ap­ 
propriation of $300,000 for Llie completion of 
the State Reformatory at Elmira. He ques­ 
tioned whether the people of tho state were 
willing to vote these immense amounts for 
public buildings. Those buildings now under 
way bave already cost over seven and a half 
millions, a3 he showed by the figures pre­ 
sented by the Governor, who has pointedly 
condemned the whole system. 
If these 
work3 are completed according to the 
plans they will cost the State about $29,000,- 
000. Tbe new Capitol, a3 the Governor re­ 
commends, should be pushed a3 rapidly as 
possible so that it can be enclosed, but these 
other buildings should be stopped until some 
other plan can be devised for their construc­ 
tion. The work is now entrusted to local 
commissioners who have adopted a m«st 
wasteful scale of expenditure, and have un­ 
dertaken much needless and foolish work. 
The State prison at Sing Siug for instance has 
no suitable wall about it, but at this Elmira 
Reformatory, though the building is not yet in 
existence, they have built a wall to enclose i t 
which would keep out the entire National 
Guard of the State, even though it were 
commanded by the gallant soldier from the 
metropolis (Mr. Spencer.) 
He argued at considerable lengli to show 
that the system of scattering these public 
buildings throughout the state and entrusting 
their construction to local and irresponsible 
commissions was all wrong. Th¡3 work should 
be done under the control of stato officers. 
Let us, he said, lake tho advice of the Gov­ 
ernor in this respect. Let us drop all these 
buildings, except the new Capitol. That great 
work wc mu3t now complete in the shortest 
po sible time, and though he thought it would 
be better if that were taken out of the hands ot 
a commission, it would yet bo unwise to now 
make a change in the plan of the construc­ 
tion. We should, however, in justice to tax­ 
payers, drop everything not of pressing ne­ 
cessity until the new Capitol is fluished. 
Mr. BATCIIELLEIi defended the action of 
the committee in inserting these appropria­ 
tions. Ho said the committee had regarded 
only the need3 of the state with reference to 
the criminals and insane. It was necessary to 
find room for them, and in providing that room 
they had no regard to considerations or locali­ 
ty. It is well known that all the prisons are 
overcrowded and immediate provision lor the 
overplus is urgently needed. At tins time 
there are over seven hundred state prison con­ 
victs for whom tliero is literally no room. 
There are also about five hundred insane for 
whom there is no room, and at Utica they 
have to sleep upon the floor and in cots be­ 
cause there are no accommodations for them. 
We shoula cut off where we can afford to cut 
off; but we must take care of our criminals 
and those who are unable to take care of 
themselves. The committee believe that tho 
needs of the state require these appropriations. 
We could cut off the supplies to able-bodied 
men, but we cau not stint our aid to the help­ 
less. He contended that the buildings had 
been constructed with economy, and the extra 
sums are for outbuildings, etc. 
He admitted that tbe original plans of the 
Elmira. Reformatory were extravagant, but 
they have been changed so that the cost of 
construction will be greatly reduced. The ex- 
penditure.of tho money has beeu placed in 
the hands or gentlemen iu whom the Gover­ 
nor has confidence, and he did not think tbe 
accommodations so urgently required could be 
furnished for less money. 
The ornamental 
work which had beeu so much objected to has 
beeu dispensed with, and the plans have been 
actually reduced to the minimum of cost. The 
committee, however, were not satisfied with 
the assurance that such was Lb«* case, aud 
they have provided that the change of plans 
shall be approved aud certified to by tho 
Governor and Comptroller before the money 
is paid, and these officers must require the 
production of vouchers faud other papers. 
They have full control #f the matter. The 
committee found themselves face to face with 
the necessities of the day, and they have clo- 
.cidedthat, taking everything into considera­ 
tion, we must go on and complete these struc­ 
tures. There are necessities of tho case for 
which this Legislature is not responsible. 
There has been extravagance in the construc­ 
tion of theso buildings, but such measures 
have been taken as lie thought would efiectu- 
allj prevent aBy more wasteful expenditure. 
In tho House Mr. BATCHELLF.R moved 
that a special session be held from three 
o’clock until five o’clock. If this was done he 
said the Supply Bill could be ordered to a third 
reading to-day. This he thought would be a 
fair compromise with those who desired to ad­ 
journ until Monday, as he would voto with 
them to adjoara from live o’clock until Mon­ 
day night. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER spoke against the mo­ 
tion. He moved to amend so that when the 
House adjourns it be until Monday evening. 
The ayes and noes were called for on Mr. 
Spencer’s amendment, and it was carried—63 
to 51. 
The question being on the motion of Mr. 
BATCUELLER, as amended, that gentleman 
arose and charged that this attempted post­ 
ponement was in the direct interest of dishon­ 
esty. He knew something of the combina­ 
tions which are being formed, aud he knew 
a postponement would be dangerous, lie 
conjured the Republican members of the 
House not to place themselves in the hands of 
this combination. The Republican majority 
would be responsible for this postponement', 
and he thought it was a responsibility which 
it could ill atlord to cam -. 
Mr. Beebe could not sec things in the 
light as ju3t represented. There was no dan­ 
ger in letting tho Supply Bill go over until 
next week. If the bill was ou its final pas­ 
sage it would be another matter. It was not 
a bill that should be hurried through. No 
harm could come to the stato if we did not 
hold an afternoon session. He had contract­ 
ed engagements which compelled him to leave 
ou an early train. The New York Times had 
declared that it should criticise closely llie re­ 
cords of members of the Legislature. For 
one (and he thought more of that sheet than 
did many Republicans ou the floor of this 
House), that paper was welcome to his re­ 
cord, and if it denounced him he would not at­ 
tempt to drag the editors fortli from tho priv- 
a«y of their sanctums. Ho voted to adjourn 
till Monday evening. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER.in the coarse of ids re­ 
marks, asked Mr. Bate heller if lie suspected him 
(Spencer) of being interested in any corrupt 
claims which he was seeking to get into the 
Supply Bill? 


Mr. BATCIIELLER responded that there 
was a powerful lobby hero for the purpose of 
getting claims in that bill, but he did not 
charge Mr. Spencer with any unworthy mo­ 
tives with respect to any of them. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER was thankful for the 
manly statement. All the interest he had was 
in some additions lie wanted made to the pay 
of some little boys and maimed and wounded 
men. 1 le voted to adjourn.

Tho mosi interesting circumstance at the 
Common Council meeting last evening was 
the visit of the ladies who came to petition 
that body to take some action regarding the 
liquor traffic in the city. 
The report that the 
ladies were to make this visit had drawn a 
large crowd and the lobby of Fireman’s Hall 
was filled with curious spectators. 
The room 
of A. Sahler Hook A Ladder Company, adjoin­ 
ing that in which the Common Council holds 
its session, was thrown open and lighted and 
seats placed for the convenience of the expect­ 
ed visitors, and on tho side wall was the 
legend in large letters formed of evergreens, 
“ A. Sahler Hook A Ladder Company, No. I,” 
thus linking with the atlair the name of 
the 
“ Alderman 
from 
the 
First,” who 
had 
been 
the 
first 
to 
espouse

cause the ladies represented. 
About half- 
past eight o’clock the doors were opened and 
a large company of ladies and gentlemen, 
numbering sixty or seventy, entered, and 
quietly sealed themselves.

Mrs. .Winchester then in a low, slightly 
tremulous voice, made a brief address, sta­ 
ting that the ladies had secured over 1,000 
signatures to the above petition, which they 
now laid before the Common Council. 
Mrs. Winchester was followed by Rev. 
Messrs. Mickle and Ostrander, in advocacy of 
the petition. 
The petition was received and referred lo 
tho Committee on Laws and Ordinancoi, who 
subsequently reported on the petition previ­ 
ously referred to them, deOueiug the opera­ 
tions of the liquor license law, aud declaring 
that action by the Common Council was un­ 
necessary, which report was accepted.

Second, That as women have been tho 
greatest sufferers from intemperance, we 
heartily rejoice In the success of the tempe­ 
rance efforts which Christian women are mak­ 
ing at the west, and we do most heartily argo 
upon the womeq of our city constant prayer 
and the use of all the means which Christian

Six hundred persons then would make impure 
six thousand cable feet of air during a two 
hours’ session, aud to properly ventilate the 
church nearly every window should have been 
lowered and the blinds unclosed. 
Incalcula­ 
ble injury is done to the health of many per­ 
sons by this wholesale poisoning, so that we 
sometimes Blink it is a downright disgrace, 
that the good done at these gatherings should 
ouly bo eCecled at such a sacrifice.

V isit o f tlio ’ L ad ies to th e C om m on 
C o u n cil. 
The most intereating circumstance at the 
Common Council meeting last evening was 
the visit of the ladies who came to petition 
that body to take some action regardiug the 
liquor traffic in the city. 
The report that the 
ladies were to make this visit had drawn a 
large crowd and the lobby of Fireman’s Hall 
was filled with curious spectators. 
The room 
of A. Sabler Hook & Ladder Company, adjoin­ 
ing that in which the Common Council holds 
its session, was thrown open and lighted and 
seats placed for the convenience of the expect­ 
ed visitors, and on the side wall was the 
legend in large letters formed of evergreens, 
‘A. Sahler Hook & Ladder Company, No. 1,” 
thus linking with the aflair the name of 
the 
“ Alderman 
from 
the 
First,” 
who 
had 
been 
the 
first 
to 
espouse 
the 
cause the ladies represented. 
About half­ 
past eight o’clock the doors were opened and 
a large company of ladies and gentlemen, 
numbering sixty or seventy, entered, and 
quietly sealed themselves. 
The Common 
Council at the same time were considering a 
temperance petition from a large number of 
signers in the lower part of the city. 
Pendin, 
its decision Alderman Sahler moved that any 
of the ladies or gentlemen present who wished 
to speak be heard by the Common Council, 
when a number of the ladies stepped forward, 
and Mrs. H. Winchester read the following 
petition, while the crowd in the lobby pressed 
eagerly forward to listen: 
To th e Honorable th e Common Council 
op th e City of Kingston:—We, the under­ 
signed, citizens of Kingston, male and female, 
respectfully petition your honorable body to 
instruct the Excise Commissioners to grant 
no licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
during the ensuing year. 
Mrs. .Winchester then in a low, 
slightly 
tremulous voice, made a brief address, sta 
ting that the ladies had secured over 1,000 
signatures to the above petition, which they 
now laid before the Common Council. 
Mrs. Winchester was followed by 
Rev. 
Messrs. Mickle and Ostrander, in advocacy of 
the petition. 
The petition was received and referred to 
the Committee on Laws and Ordinancos, who 
subsequently reported on the petition previ­ 
ously referred to them, defineiug the opera­ 
tions of the liquor license law, and declaring 
that action by the Common Couucil was un­ 
necessary, which report was accepted.

T em perance R esolu tion *. 
The following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted at the Presbyterian Church uptown 
Thursday evening, which we did not receive 
in time for publication in the report of the 
meetiug yesterday: 
Whereas, The New Testament gives us the 
first great temperance pledge, to-wit: “It is 
good neither to eat flesh nor to drink wine, 
nor anything whereby thy brother stumbletb, 
or is offended, or is made weak;” and where 
as, great numbers of men iu our own city, of 
every age, station and talent, have been 
brought iuto temptatioo, made weak, caused 
to stumble and utterly destoyed through al­ 
coholic drinks; therefore 
Resolved, That we urge upon every one 
total abstinence from any and all manufacture, 
sale and use .of alcoholic liquors as a bever­ 
age. 
Second, That a3 women have been the 
greatest sufferers from intemperance, wa 
heartily rejoice In the success or the tempe 
ranee efforts which Christian women are mak 
ing at the west, and we do most heartily urge 
upon the womeq of our city constant prayer 
and the use of all the means which Christian 
wisdom shall prompt for the complete sup 
pression of intemperance. 
Third, That wc strenuously urge upon the 
Common Council of the city of Kingston 
the passage of the resolution against the 
granting of any licenses whatsoever for the 
sale of alcoholic drinks. 
Fourth, That the Common Council of this 
city be requested to pass an ordinance, sup 
plementing the state law, providing for the 
more speedy punishment ¡of violators of the 
excise laws.

was lowered about four inches, but the blinds 
were left closed. 
It has been demonstrated 
that a full grown person will render impure 
five cubic feet of air per hour by respiration 
Six hundred persons then would make impure 
six thousand cubic feet of air during a two 
hours’ session, aud to properly ventilate the 
church nearly every window should have been 
lowered and the blinds unclosed. 
Incalcula 
ble injury is done to the health of many per­ 
sons by this wholesale poisoning, so that we 
sometimes think it is a downright disgrace, 
that the good done at these gatherings should 
only be effected at such a sacrifice.
